The U.N. hilled flights into Sarajevo 
Saturday in a sign that the latest cease- 
fire may be in jeopardy. 
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' HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — Federal regular 
tors have decided to approve the sale of the; 
Rhino-Ammo fragmenting bullet after tests; 
showed the notorious ammunition is no dif* 
ferent than other hollow-point bullets. 

The U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco; 
and Firearms in Washington test-fired less' 
than a dozen of the new bullets and will li- 
cense them within 60 days, bureau 
spokesman Tom Hill said. 

“According to our tests’, it’s no dificrcnt 
from any other hollow-point bullets on the, 
market and as long as it’s not armor-pierc-; 
ing. whifch it’s not, we have no problem li- 
censing its manufacture," he said. 

DavieLKeen,. the Huntsville, chemist who 

invented Rhino-Ammo, had claimed that 
the bullets could cause catastrophic wounds 
and instantaneous death. The bullets are 
made of mctol-cncascd plastic containing 
lead pellets. 

“Hollow-point ammunition expands as it 
hits a target and 1 don’t know that Mr. 
Keen's ammunition expands as much as he 
says it docs,” Hill said. 

A Lewiston ammunition manufacture!* 
— who"SuppHes-many- police departments na- 
tionwide agrees. 

Darrel Inman; Blount vice president of 
engineering, said he doubis claims the new 
bullet is far deadlier than conventional 
rounds and that it can penetrate bulletproof 
vests. “I'guarantce you if you put this 
•through any of (the standard FBI) tests it 
will score very low. Unfortunately there’s a . 
lot of politics involved."

Hatch indicated that GOP control 
of Congress for the first time in four 
decades gave Utah a golden oppor- 
tunity to shape the way wilderness 
is allocated in the Beehive State.

“It is critical that we get a 
wilderness bill through in this time 
frame." 

Hansen* who will play a major 
role as chairman of the House sub- 
committee overseeing the wilder- 
ness debate, agreed with his Senate 
colleague.

After years of debate, they’re finally headed to Idaho, Yellowstone

HINTON, Alberta - Biologists raced 
against time'and' the' wcathcr'Saturday to' 
round up Canadian wolves for an unprece- 
de nted airlift to central Idaho a nd 
"““Yellowstone National Park. 

Six wolves had been snared by Saturday * 
afternoon, and helicopters buzzed Alberta’s 
forest in search of mote animals for a wolf- ‘ 
restoration program that has been planned for 
years. 

The $7 million U.S. program is on ambi- 
tious attempt to return a top 1 predator to a 
region of the Rockies where wolves were 
wiped out by the 1930s for the benefit of 
ranchers. 

Supporters and opponents alike say the 
program signals great changes in how the 
United States views its Western public lands, 
and the people and aniteals hying to coexist 
. there. . 

Environmentalists say the wolves* return 
reflects a new charity toward a predator once 
.. .trapped, shot,, poisoned and cp«q.dymtinUcd_ 
to extinction across rffbst pf its U.S.teflge. 

“The wolf is . the embodiment of wildpess, 
and Yellowstone is the symbol of wild 
places,” said Renee Askins, director of the 
Wolf Fund in Jackson, Wyo. “It’s like return- 
ing the heartbeat to the heart" 

But ranchers, fearing that their livestock

A federal 
judge refused to holt the capture program, 
despite the ranchers’ pending lawsuit.

TWIN FALLS - She wears a luxurious, 
full-length' fur. She drives a brand-new, fully 
equipped Cadillac. She and her children dine 
daily on choice meals and delicacies. 

And she doles out food stamps and gobbles 
up welfare checks. 

But the typical “welfare queen,” often 
imagined ns talk of'welfarc reform echoes 
from the nation’s capital, hasn’t been seen 
here, says the Idaho Department of Health 
and Welfare’s regional program manager for 
medical and fjnancial-assistancc. 

“She doesn’t live in Idaho. Wc'vc been 
looking for her all over,” said Potty Brown, 
adding that “her rcla- 
UMK rives'" may live in.

And if anyone in the Magic Valley sus= 
pccts welfare fraud and a string of other 
’ Department of Health and Welfare workers 
can't prove otherwise, law enforcement vet- 
eran Larry Strolberg investigates the claim. 

“Each and every call that wc get, wc take 
action on," said Strolberg, welfare investiga- 
tor for the eight-county region for 4H years. 

In 1994, Strolberg checked about 100 of 
the Magic Valley's 10,000 welfare cases for 
possible fraud, he said. About 55 percent of 
those cases involved intentional fraud, with 
clients either administratively disciplined or, 
as with three cases, criminally prosecuted; the 
other 45 percent were either unintentional 
overpayments or not violations at all, 
Strplbcrg said. 

A total of S67.558 in benefits obtained 
through intentionally fraudulent program vio- 
lations were recovered in 1994, Brown said. 
About S3 million a month, is paid to Magic 
Valley welfare recipients, she said. 

"Wc deal with a lot of these that are 5500 
or less," said Strolberg, who said welfare 
investigations aren’t much different than 
police work. “You’re putting the same pack- 
age together. It’s just that this is a lot of 
paperwork^ 

' “You’re looking to establish the same ■ 
thing, which is thtent." 

Welfare-fraud complaints arc screened 
through three people, including Brown, for '

Pronghorn numbers 
are down at TN F.T , 

IDAHO FALLS (AP) — A recent 
survey by the Environmental Science 
and Research Foundation has found 
that the population of pronghorn sum- 
mering at the Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory was. down 
dramatically over previous years. The 
area is an important wintering area for 
pronghorn in Idaho. 

During some years, the Idaho 
National Engineering Laboratory sup- 
ports 30 percent or more of the state’s 
wintering pronghorn. Historic summer 
populations arc generally around 700 
to 800 animals. In July, Foundation 
technicians flew across the Idaho 
National Engineering Laboratory to 
count pronghorn there. They counted 
123 individuals in 39 groups.

“It is not in the financial aid 
officer’s best interest for you to 1 
understand the aid process,” 
wrote Kalman Chany in “Paying 
for College” (Villard Books, 
$16). “The more you know about 
it, the more aid they will have to 
give you from the school’s own 
coffers.” 

Financial aid officers scoff at 
that statement, but they concede 
that the better you know how 
college aid works, the better your 
chances to get money. 

“Colleges decided long ago 
that income should be assessed 
more heavily than assets,” Chany . 
said. “The intention is that when 
a family is finished paying for 
'college, there should be some- 
thing left in the bank." 

The key factor is something 
colleges call Expected Family 
Contribution, based on the 
amount of income and -assets 
Mom or Dad have. There’s a for- 
mula, but financial aid officers 
-have-tolotof-flexibility: 

That’s because they’re compet- 
ing with each other. The Baby 
Boom has passed, and there just 
aren’t as many college students 
as there used to be. 

“As enrollments decline, the 
colleges need warm bodies to fill 
th eir class ro oms." Chany wrote. 
'"Many of these warm bodies 
qualify for federal aid which 
keeps the colleges afloat. Mean- 
while, the financial aid officers 


s going to get easier s 
ing next fall,” she said. “The 
College Scholarship Service is 
starting a service that will ana- 
lyze your financial statement and 
match the college you want to at- 
tend and give you a figure for 
how much of a family contribu- 
tion you’ll be expected to make.” 

It’s also worth remembering 
that financial aid is renewable 
each year, which means if your’ 
financial circumstances change, 
your aid package may change. 

But then there’s Newt Gin- 
grich. 

“Between 1980-81 and' 1990- 
91, the value of (federal) Title IV- 
financial assistance decreased by 
23 percent,” Dennis wrote. “De- 
spite the tremendous amount of 
federal financial assistance avail- 
able, there has been a decline in 
federal appropriations.” 

The new Republican majority

Vacancy rates for commercial 
properties drop to single digits 

SALT LAKE CITY — The vacancy 
rate for prime downtown Salt Lake office 
space has dropped dramatically since the 
late 1980s, and now amounts to 8.2 per- 
cenL according to CB Commercial Real 
Estate Group.

Investors look for simpler 
investment after tough ’94

NEW YORK — After a year in which 
many complicated investments came a 
cropper, “simplify" seems a worthy watch- 
word for savers and investors in 1995. 

It’s not always easy to do that, given the 
vast array of choices in the financial mar- 


. that produces regular rule changes, in the-, 
middle of the gnme. 

But avoiding too much financial compli- 
cation can be well worth the effort, as nu- 
merous investment mnnagcrs'who dabbled 
in ‘‘derivative’’ ‘securities or exotic foreign : 
morkets can tell you after their experiences 
in recent months. 

• Simplifying your mission can save you 
from the problem of paralysis by analysis. 

It may also discourage the delusion that the 
"purposc of investing - is to prove how smart 
or brave or sophisticated you ore. 

It can help you to get organized, to see 
where you stand, and to get a better fix on 
where you want to go. Who knowsi it 
might even protect you from that scourge 
of all individual and family money man- 
agers, procrastination. 

Simplifying^ to start with, dc-emphasizes, 
, probletpntic questions like the "right times* 


to invest, and puts more stress on the basics 
such as saving regularly with a long-term 
perspective and keeping spending under 
control. 

You can let the professionals worry 
about how their compound annual rate of 
return stacks up against the Russell 
subindexes, and concentrate instead on 


.retirement and other real-world obligations. 

( Simplicity may dictate a strategy as plain 
ns increasing savings and reducing debt. If 
you constantly carry large balances on 
high-rate credit cards', your best investment • 
by far may be to pay them off. 

A $4,000 debt at 1 8 percent, for example, ’ 
costs you $60, a month in interest charges 
alone. To offset that expense with $60 a 
month in aftertax income from, say, an 8 
percent Treasury bond, an investor in the 
28, percent tax bracket would have to invest .

found in their home, brutally murdered. 

When I learned the news, I was shak- 
en. I couldn’t believe that someone I 
knew personally, someone so much the 
embodiment of a genuinely human and 
civilized existence, could be so violently 
terrorized and brutalized by unknown 
assailants. Of all the people I knew, 
Charles and Helen Frankel seemed the 
most likely tp die peacefully in their 
sleep of natural dauses. 

I’ve not talked about or discussed 
this publicly. None of us likes to admit 
that we still have nightmares when 
. _we’re no longer children.Butthe dou- 
ble murder etched itself deeply in my 
psyche, playing itself out again and 
again in the nightmare. One more re- 
minder of the ubiquitous presence of 
violence in America. 

My haunting dream has left me even 
more sympathetic to people whose fear 
of violence springs not from someone 
else’s experience but from the reality 
of their own lives. For many people 
who live in neighborfiopds where crime 
is rampant and guns arc pervasive, fear 
is a constant specter. Two-thirds of in- 
ner-city children in one Alabama siiiYey • 
reported being victims of at least one 
violent act, and 43 percent said they 
had witnessed a murder. One told of her 
weariness at “going home and spending 
the entire evening on the floor” to pro- 
-lecLhersel£againststray.bullets._ J. 

I think too of James Darby, the 9- 
year-old in New Orleans who last April 
wrote President Clinton, imploring him 
to “stop the killing.” James wrote: ‘‘I 
think that somebody might kill me,.

An d during this 
time, guns and crack have become a 
deadly duo in inner cities, where the 
crisis of violence is concentrated among 
young black males. 

Alfred Blumstein of Carnegie Mellon 
University, formerly president of the 
American Society of Criminology, 
traces the most recent increase in vio- 
lence to that lethal combination of guns 
and drugs in our inner cities, where 
young people have been recruited into 
drug markets in areas the police can- 
not protect “So standard practice is to 
cany a gun to protect themselves and 
their valuable wares,” says Blumstein. 
“As a result, the figbts that arc routine 
among kids can readily turn into shoot- 
ings. All of this increases the incentives 
for kids to carry guns, resulting in an 
escalating process." 

In the face of this violent spiral, Bluro- 
stein challenges us to “get guns out of 
the hands of the kids.” He adds: “Pursue 
the illegal gun market that is providing 
the guns to the kids. [A recent experi- 
mental program in Kansas City, Mo., 
reduced crime in some areas by 50 per- 
cent after police started confiscating il- 
legal guns.] And shrink the drug market 
through a mixture of treatment of ad- 
dicts, prevention and diversion of addicts 
into other situations, such as the medical 
clinics established for heroin users." 

Treat guns like consumer products, 
says Stephen Teret of Johns Hopkins 

- -Univemityr-They-can-be childproofed- 
and even fitted with combination locks. 
“Briefcases are secured this way; why 
not guns?’ suggests Teret And James 
Q. Wilson of UCLA, a leading re- 
searcher into violence, is hoping that 
new technology will enable the police 
to use “mobile metal detectors” to lo- . 
cate guns carried into the streets.

we can empjdy measures that teach kids 
to think beyond; the violent act When 
Jerome Miller headed the Department 
of Youth Services in Massachusetts, he 
showed how to put the truly dangerous 
juveniles in small, secure programs and 
to send the nonviolent offenders to mil- 
itary schools, residential drag-treatment 
centers, group homes and Outward 
Bound, where blossoming habits of vi- 
olence can be nipped in the bud. 

We can help young people learn how 
to manage anger and to negotiate solu- 
tions to disputes in ways that do not in- 
volve intimidation or weapons. 

We can organize. Neighbors can cut 
crime in their own communities through 
collaboration, and parents can set up 
informal co-ops to help each other raise 
their children. 

And we can invest our resources — 
public and private — in rebuilding moral 
and economically thriving communities. 
If children in the inner cities cannot live 
in peaceable neighborhoods, attend 
good schools and find good-paying jobs, 
the crisis of violence will continue. 

Easy? Not at all. It will be for hard- 
er to control violence than it was to con- 
tain communism. It took 40 years and 
$4 trillion to win the Cold War. But vi- 
olence threatens our freedom more di- 
recttyjhgxicommunism eve r did, and 
we must win this straggle too. We will 
have to wage it on many fronts simul- 
taneously, with programs of prevention 
and punishment, with new priorities 
and much patience, and with efforts 
grounded in the best possible research. ‘ 
TWo years ago, the National Research 
Council completed a massive study of 
violence, concluding: “Full understand- 
ing of the causes of violence will not be 
achieved in the foreseeable future— nor- 
is that understanding necessary in order 
to make progress in reducing violence. 

A successMinierventionatjustraepomL * 
in a long causal chain can prevent some 
events or reduce their consequences." 

I believe this is so. And I see no al- 
ternative but to act on it Otherwise, our 
collective future truly will become a 
living nightmare. DB

Also, I plan to breast-feed. Will 
exercise reduce milk production? 



Check with your doctor, but exercise 
during pregnancy Is usually safe. 


A Exercise is safe for pregnant women 
unless there are obstetric or other 
medical complications. In 1994. the 
AmericarvCo liege of Obstetricians and 
Gynecologists issued ^ew guidelines 
for exercise during pregnancy, based 
on recent scientific studies. The studies 
found no evidence of adverse effects 
on the fetus or the mother as a result of 
an increased training heart rate ( greater 
lhanl40‘beais a minute) or elevated 
core temperature during exercise. 

The guidelines stale that women 
who stan an exercise program after 
becoming pregnant should get their 
physician’s clearance then begin with 
nonimpact activities, such as walking 
or swimming. Women who currently 
exercise can continue training at their 
usual level and will find that, as their 
pregnancy advances, exercise intensity 
and duration w ill naturall y rWn»ii<a» 

Concerning lactation, a recent study 
in The New England Journal of 
Medicine found that exercise did not 
lead to a decr ease in mi lk pro duction.
